Most public com m ent on the death pen­ 
alty for crim es is heard after an especially 
revolting crim e or w hen the L egislature 
has a capital punishm ent bill under d e­ 
bate. The first occasion lends to the de­

brings forth partisan pressures that color 
judgm ent. 
The 
current consideration of 
the death penalty attaches to neither of 
these circum stances; it is inspired by a 
statem ent by Prof. Low ell J. Carr of the 
U niversity of M ichigan’s sociology depart­ 
ment. 
A death penalty, says Professor 
Carr, 
m akes the punishm ent of crim inals 
less 
certain and so w eakens the chief deterrent 
to crim e. Since w e lack a foolproof sys­ 
tem of linking the crim inal w ith his crim e 
and because it is difficult to get juries to 
order the death penalty, we would be bet­ 
ter off w ithout one, says this expert on

and m assacre without prospect of victory. 
All the other pow ers— including big powers 
like G reat Britain and Germ any and Red 
China— are by the very fact of their own 
helplessness in nuclear w arfare com pelled 
to m ake the avoidance of war the ultim ate 
rule of their policy. As a result, the two 
great m ilitary powers must, under penalty 
of alienating their allies and the uncom ­ 
mitted nations, show and keep on show ing 
that they are seeking an accom m odation.

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Fatigue Takes Toll 
Of Distance Demons 
On Vacation Jaunts

CHICAGO (PP)— This is the tim e 
of the year the am ateur iron-m an 
type driver loads his fam ily into 
the car and grimly whooshes oft I 
toward some far distant vacation 
spot. 
W ill he settle for 
400, 
500 or 
even 600 miles a day: 
Not this character. He’s a tim e- 
tested, 70° plus m iles-a-day demon j 
who voraciously gobbles up those i 
tedious distances. 
He carts along fruit, sandw iches; 
and a jug full of coffee for the; 
famil 
The norm al road break for 
lunch is not for the likes of him. 
He’s going places on a tight driv­ 
ing schedule that runs from sun­ 
up to sun-down. 
Reaction Slow ed 
Will he get there in one piece? 
Mr. Iron-M an simply oozes self­ 
confidence on th r point. A fter all, 
he’s a top-notch driver, he hasn’t 
consumed any intoxicating liquor 
and hard driving doesn’t m ake him 
feel sleepy or tired. 
But safety experts and scientists 
who have studied the insidious ef­ 
fects of fatigue take a dim m er 
view of his chances. 
If he doesn’t doze oft m om entari­ 
ly or run headlong into an em er- I 
gency that calls for a hair-trigger ^ 
decision and response, the experts ; 
concede he’ll probably m ake out j 
all right. 
But w hether he know s it or not. 
the long grind of steady driving 
will slow down his reaction m a­ 
chinery and drop his vision and 
hearing ability below par. 
Knowledge of these slow - down 
effects is based 
on 
actual 
field 
and laboratory teste of the pri­ 
mary functions m ostly closely re­ 
lated to hours of driving. 
One such study was made by 
the U. S. Public Health service. 
Scientists tested truck drivers be­ 
fore and after a long stint at the ; 
wheel and after sleeping and rest­ 
ing. 
Tests Tell Story 
Drivers 
were 
given 
intricate 
m anual tasks and then tim ed with 
a stop-w atch. They also w ere test- j 
ed for sim ple reaction tim e, reac- j 
tion-coordination tim e, and m an­ 
ual steadiness. 
In one of these tests, the drivers 
grasped an object shaped like a 
pencil and, as rapidly as possible,, 


alternately tapped two small brass 
plates separated by a 
block 
ot 
wood. In another, they had to jab 
a pointed object through a series 
; of different 
sized 
small 
holes, 
without touching the sides. 
In each of the teste, the men 
who had not driven since sleep 
' :rie the best showing. Only .9 pei 
cent of this group failed to reach 
the efficiency level. 
But 
42 
peri 
cent failed in the group which had 
driven 12 or m ore hours. 
Studies conducted for the U. S 
Navy by Dr. A rihur H, Stem haus, 
professor of physiology and dean 
of George Williams College, Chi­ 
cago, show that fatigue consider­ 
ably recudes the ability to see, es­ 
pecially in dim light.
